Highest Average 


New York had the highest na- 
tional average for elementary, 
junior and senior high schools 
in per-pupil expenditures with 
$507.12 for elementary, $588.85 
for junior high, and $626.90 for 
senior high school. On the other 
hand, the lowest averages were 
$158.22 per pupil in elementary 
schools in South Carolina and 
$173.04 and $187.51 for junior and 
senior highs in Alabama.

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Nixon Visit Is Education 


For Balky Democrats 


Richard M. Nixon's decision to come 
here Friday carries deep educational value 
for Georgia Democrats. 


The Vice President had said he would 


_ visit Georgia sometime. It was known he 


intended to make some pop calls this 
month. He popped in on North Carolina 
last week: His decision to strike into 
Georgia and Alabama at-this particular 
momerft indicates he is abruptly heart- 
ened about his chances in the South. 


Nixon practically wrote off the South 
at the Chicago convention. He assumed 
the Kennedy-Johnson ticket would pre- 
vail and so he made a play for the East. 
Now that both parties have filed liberal 
platforms on paper, however, Sen. Ken- 
nedy in person is courting the Middle 
West farmer—and Mr. Nixon turns up in 
the South. 


Southern Democratic caviling against 
Kennedy, led by Georgia and Mississippi, 
encouraged Nixon to take a second look 
at the South. He is beginning to doubt 
Lyndon Johnson’s Southern pulling power. 
The impact of Sen. Barry Goldwater’s 
barnacled conservatism on the South pro- 
vided Nixon with a sudden plus. Religious 
opposition to Kennedy gives him another 
Southern lever of unknown proportion. 


The Republican nominee’s abrupt pres- 
ence in Atlanta’s Hurt Park will be, there- 
fore, sufficient cause for Georgia Demo- 
crats to examine their course. 


If they are for Nixon, and are in fact 
Democrats, let them reflect on what they 
have done to their party. The September 
referendum they set up to pass judgment 
on their own candidate can only draw 
deep lines of division that will strengthen 
their candidate’s opponent in November. 
Their long, suspicious silence about the 
candidate of their party—a silence that 
continues for many—is a direct asset to 
their candidate’s opponent. 


So it is not surprising to find their 
candidate’s opponent, Richard M. Nixon, 
hustling into Georgia and the South. He 
is a strong candidate who has many fac- 
tors going for him in Dixie. Not the least

OAS Will Blast Reds 
But U.S. Is on Trial 


Cuban Premier Castro has weakened 
his case before the Organization of Amer- 
ican States in his latest defiant blast at 
the United States and OAS itself. 


Cuba’s answer to any and all, Cas- 
tro screamed, is a “‘people armed to the 
teeth” with Communist weapons. 


As OAS takes up U.S. charges against 
the Castro regime, it now seems certain it 
will blast Soviet intervention in Cuba. It 
is less certain that it will come out di- 
rectly against Castro as it did Dominican 
dictator Trujillo. 


The United States also will be under 
fire, however, from OAS members. Be- 
lated reappraisals of U.S. aid policies fol- 
lowing the Cuban crisis came a bit late.

He ‘Copped a Plea 


WASHINGTON—Is it a “missile lag” or a 
“space lag’’ that should most trouble us as we 
confront the massive and brooding hostility of ERE ss 
the Soviet Union across the world? Or is it, instead, really a lag in 


our national character, a decline in our old standards of personal guts 


and personal responsibility? 

What value all our progress in 
the weapons we produce if we 
are to produce fewer and fewer 
strong, grown-up men? What price 
the old words like “duty” and 
*“‘*honor?’’ Has a sophomoric pseu- 
do-sophistication snickered these 
words out of our national lan- 
guage? 

These melancholy questions 
arise in this correspondent’s mind 
in the afterlight of the Moscow 
trial of Francis Powers, the pilot 
of the American ‘‘spy plane.’’ It 
is not a comfortable thing for a 
man who works in safety to pass 
judgment on another man caught 
up far from home in an alien, so- 
called “court” for a ‘criminal 
mission” on which his superiors 
had sent him. 


The easy, the sentimental way 
would be to sympathize with Pow- 
ers — to say that, after all, he 
had his life to save and so why 
should he not have cooperated 
with his Russian accusers? 


But this would be a view as 
stickily dishonest as it would be 
superficially compassionate. 

For Powers was cooperating not 
so much with his own accusers 
as with the accusers of his gov- 
ernment and his country. He was 
not, in the language of the Amer- 
ican criminal courts, simply “‘cop- 
ping a plea”’ for himself. He was 


copping a plea for the United 
States. 

When he accepted his job — 
and at $30,000 a year it was an 
infinitely better job than his back- 
ground could ever otherwise have 
found for him —he took his 
chances. Here was no little boy 
who had lost his way in the Soviet 
labyrinths. Here was a man on a 
high mission who knew in ad- 
vance of its risks — and of its 
privileges. 

Was he entitled then upon cap- 
ture — a capture which it was 
bluntly his duty to avoid at ev- 
ery cost, including the final cost 
of death itself — to save himself 
in the way he did? 

Now I know it is seemingly a 
cruel thing to say that another 
man should die, if dying is the 
only way to protect his country. 
But millions of men, far less fa- 
vored than Powers, have died 
when they had to die to maintain 
their duty. Many of us have seen 
hundreds of our friends so die, 
not gladly but stoically, in the in- 
fantry outfits of the U.S. Army. 


An intelligence officer has no 
more immunity from death, when 
death is required of him, than 
any exhausted platoon leader in 
Normandy or Iwo Jima or wher- 
ever,

Russia and China 


Disagree on War 


WASHINGTON—It is always interesting when 
the Communist leaders fall into controversy. 
The breach between Soviet Premier Khrushchev 


and Red China's Premier Chou En-lai, while big enough to be seen, 
is not yet big enough to be serious; that is, there is no present evi- 
dence that it will lead to a break in the alliance. 


The dispute between Moscow 
and Peiping is whether the goal 
of peaceful co-existence is Com- 
munist or un-Communist. 


Mr. K. argues that war is not 
inevitable even if Lenin said it 
was, and he declares that he will 


not “retreat one step’ from 
peaceful co-existence. 
Premier Chou En-lai says 


Communist China will have none 
of this new-fangled Communist 
doctrine, that since the war-is-in- 
evitable theory was good enough 
for Lenin and Stalin, it’s good 
enough for him. 

We must bear in mind that this 
apparent controversy may be only 
a concerted maneuver to confuse 
the West. Moscow’s actions, what- 
ever it may say, are more de- 
signed to promote turmoil than 
to curtail it. 

But the two principal Commu- 
nist allies, the Soviet Union and 
Red China, are letting the contro- 
versy rage. A new incident is re- 
ported in this Associated Press 
dispatch from Stockholm: 

“The rift between Peiping and 
Moscow proved wider than any of 
the Western Communists had be- 
lieved. 

***The Chinese leaders (at a la- 
bor conference in Peiping), réfer- 


ring to Lenin’s teaching, said a’ 


new world war is not only inevit- 


able, it is even desirable from a

Communist point of view,’ an in- 
formant reported. 

“The following day the Chief 
Soviet delegate declared angrily, 
‘If Comrade Chou En-lai intends 
to speak in the *same tone and 
the same language as yesterday, 
the Soviet delegation is going .to 
leave the hall.’ 

“Mr. Chou did not speak and 
the atmosphere remained tense.” 

This incident gives point to the 
recent statement by Gen. Li Chih- 
Min, a senior Chinese Communist 
spokesman, who said that Com- 
munist comrades who _advocate 
peaceful co-existence must be so 
afraid of nuclear war that they 
‘beg imperialists for peace at any 
price.”” He condemned such “‘re- 
visionists”’ as disloyal to Lenin. 

There is a significant aspect to 
this divergence of doctrine within 
the Communist camp — the So- 
viet Union’s avowed support of 
peaceful co-existence must be so 


China’s open disdain for same. 


The significance, I think, is that it 
shows that the divisive forces of 
national interest could prove 
greater than the uniting forces of 
communist ideology. 

The Soviet Union affirms the 
obejctive of peaceful co-existence 
because it appears to best serve 
the Soviet national interest and 
Red China repudiates peaceful co- 
existence on the ground that it 
disserves its national interest. .

‘In Our Own Ways We Can Live 
As Heroically as a Churchill’ 


Back in the 1920s someone wrote these words concerning Winston Churchill: 
‘What Churchill needs is the direction in his life of a great idea. He must be 
saved from himself. He must be carried away by enthusiasm for some great 


ideal, an ideal so much greater than his own place in politics that he is willing to face death for its 
triumph.” I do not know who wrote these words. Perhaps they represent a partisan criticism by 


one of Sir Winston’s political foes. 


I think, however, they must 
have been written by a friend 
who detected in Churchill a po- 
tential for greatness that few 
others could see. 


In those days Churchill 
had distinguished himself in 
war and in peace. To him had 
fallen many minor and a few 
major responsibilities but he 
had not risen above transient 
concerns to become one of the 
major, if not the major, states- 
men of our generation. Had not 
great ideals become his pas- 
sion the words I've quoted 
would long ago have been. ob- 
scured by the passing of time. 

As long as most of us 
live, and perhaps throughout 
human history, the courageous 
words and the heroic heart of 
Winston Churchill. will be re- 
membered with honor. His own 
generation has honored him 
times without number. I won- 
der if it is the man we honor 
as much as that he is the em- 
bodiment of great ideals we 
cherish. At any rate, freedom 
and Churchill will be synony- 
mous for centuries to come. 

Most of us are not Churchills. 


We shall leave no imprint on 
the pages of history. Many of 
us are known to only a handful 
of persons. Huwever deeply in- 
termingled our lives may be 
with theirs, we cannot speak 
persuasively beyond their cir- 
cle. 

But whatever the role which 
God has assigned to us, we may 
nonetheless claim for ourselves 
the greatest ideals which men

Just because you're 
old and feeble and mentally confused at times is no reason to 
be hauled off to a state institution to dwell in a lost world. 


We have had considerable experience with old people, and 
we hasten to add we loved all of them. They reach the place 


where they are childish and confused, but insane .

your life. Too often old people in the home are a care and a 
bother and members of the family take the easy way out and 
the first thing you know they wind up at Milledgeville. 


We also know of cases where criminals were declared insane 
and rushed to Milledgeville before a warrant could be sworn out.

RUSSIA’S WEAKER SEX? 


Women in the Soviet Union Yearn 


For Luxuries of the Western World 


Editor’s Note: Olga Curtis, 
an American girl reporter 
who speaks perfect Russian, 
has been touring the Soviet 
Union, talking with women 
in their own language, often 
in the local idiom. This is 
the first of a series of five 
reports on Russian women, 
their family life, fashions, 
beauty shops, and ‘shopping 
problems. 


By OLGA CURTIS 


MOSCOW (WNS)—There’s not 
much difference between women 
no matter what language they 
speak—English or Russian. 


I've just completed a 2,000- 
mile, two-week tour of Russia, 
north and south—and it’s nice 
to report that women on Gorky 
street in Moscow are very 
much like the women on State 
street in Chicago. 


Like us, Russian women come 
in all sizes and shapes. With 
its 15 states, the Soviet Union 
is as much a “melting pot” 
as the U.S.A.—and there isn't 
a distinct Russian “type,” as 
in most European countries. 


Like us, Russian women de- 
vote most attention to home 
and family. Their little girls 
are taught—like ours—that the 
best thing a woman can do 
when she grows up is to get 
married and have babies. 


Like us, most Russian women 
work—and still manage to take 
care of husbands and children. 


BEST COUNTRY 


And like us, Russian women 
think their country is the best 
there is—and what they want 
most is to enjoy what they’ve 
got and give their children 
something even better. 


You can’t visit Russia with- 
out noting comparisons. And 
we do dress better, work fewer 
hours, live in better homes, But 
if you speak Russian, as I do, 
the conversations with Russian 
women about clothing, work, 
housing all sound like home. 


For instance, at the Odessa 
Opera House I was chatting 
with the woman in the next 
seat when she spotted. a friend. 


My acquaintance, a_ collec- 
tive farm worker, rushed over 
to the friend and they ex- 
citedly exchanged notes on 
what had happened since they 
last met. When she got back, 
my seat-mate told me: 


“Isn't that wonderful—lI 


haven't seen Helena in years. 
But doesn’t she look terribly 
old.” 


Or take the conversation I 
had with a 23-year-old girl in 
Yalta, who was telling me that 
her boy friend was away study- 
ing in Siberia. Sighed she: 


“He better get back, because 
I'll be 24 soon and all my 
friends are already married!” 


Propaganda does creep into 
all conversation in Russia—but 
I didn’t meet a single woman 
who wouldn’t plunge into plain 
woman talk just as soon as she 
could. They wanted to know 
where I worked, how much 
money I made, when did I get 
married, what kind of an apart- 
ment I had, what I thought of 
Italian hairdos and _ pointed 
heels, and what ‘was our latest 
lipstick color? 


In exchange, I did what only 
tour- 
ist can do — snooped in their 


‘ closets, went shopping in their 


markets, examined their undies, 
my

burped their babies and went to 
the beauty parlor. 


The first thing I discovered 
was that Russian women work 
longer and harder both on the 
job and as housewives than most 
American working wives. The 
work week in Russia is 46 hours, 
nine hours a day with an hour 
off for lunch and seven hours 
on Saturday. 


That work week applies to al- 
most every job — and in Rus- 
sia women do almost every 
kind of job you can name — 
from ditch digging and steel 
rolling to doctoring and direct- 
ing traffic. 

They have to — the Soviet 
Union still suffers from the loss 
of nearly 8,000,000-men during 
the war. Women outnumber 
men in every age group ex- 
cept teen-agers down. 


They work hard on the job: 
Lateness or absenteeism can 
mean loss of earning power — 
while 
quota or doing a very good 


jobs brings not only commu- 
nity honors but more money. 


They also work hard off the 
job: shopping in Russia means 
a trek from store to store, and 
since cleaning women are a Cap- 
italistic luxury’’ for most house- 
wives, getting home means 
sweeping, washing, cooking — 
without any TV dinners to save 
time. 


SAME BOAT 


No Russian woman complains, 
because they’re all in the 
same boat. But they also make 
no secret of the fact that they 
like the American standard of 
living — and can hardly wait 
to catch up with it. 


A Russian woman isn’t em- 
barrassed if your lipstick is 
better or your nylons thinner. 
She says: “Isn't that nice — 
we'll have some like that soon 
ourselves.” 


My guess is that some day 
they will. One of the most in- 
teresting things about Russia 
is that they have no air raid 
shelters, and never heard of a 
civil defense drill. While Pre- 
mier Khrushchev calls America 
names his feminine comrades 
call attention to the fact that 
they are building a factory for 
wash-and-wear fabric. 


The Russian women are 100 
per cent behind their govern- 
ment, come what may, but 
they're also 200 per cent in 
favor of frozen foods, dispos- 
able diapers, pop beads, pret- 
tier dresses and two lipsticks in 
every purse. 


(Tomorrow: Sputnik lipsticks 
by the number.) 


“‘At American cocktail parties 
such kisses are passed around 
as freely as the olives. If a 
lady’s lips are free to all her 


friends, the kiss becomes so 
common that no man bothers to 
work for it.’ 


Aside from the _ kiss-on-the- 
mouth, the big, white-haired Bel- 
gian finds affectionate gestures 
lacking in the United States. 


“The men refuse to embrace 
me,” he complained. “Even 
my nephew who has lived there 
for five years now refuses to 


kiss me on the cheek.” 


American families do not kiss 
each other on the cheeks when 
they meet for breakfast in the 
morning. They do not even 
shake hands, he complained.

to Double 


Georgia’s population will more than double by the 
turn of the century, U.S. Study Commission on South- 
east River Basins said Monday. 


The commission reported a 
study by the Georgia Tech Re- 
search Institute indicates Geor- 
gia’s 1960 population of 3,917,000 
will climb to 5,140,000 by 1975 and 
to 8,302,000 by 2000. 


The study shows that while the 
Southeast has a high birth rate 
and a low death rate it hasn't 
been gaining population as fast 
as the nation as a whole. 


The reason given is that many 
of its people have left the region 
for better employment opportuni- 
ties elsewhere. However, the com- 
mission said the movement from 
Georgia is declining, and by 1960 
the number of people moving into 
Georgia should be more than 
those moving out. 


The study also shows that Geor- 


gia will continue to follow the 
national trend toward urbaniza- 
tion. 

“And although the urban or 
metropolitan areas show the 
larger percentage of population 
increase, the smaller cities also 
show gains in population . . . thus 
the smaller communities will 
have, and are having, problems 
of providing municipal services to 


meet the demands of growing 
populations,”” the commission 
said. 


The commission, headed by 
James W. Woodruff Jr. of Co- 
lumbus, is conducting long-range 
land and water resources devel- 
opment planning. The area cov- 
ers 88,000 square miles in Georgia 
and parts of Florida, Alabama 
and South Carolina.

1 was relieved to learn that 
mouse traps do not have a corner
